The treaties vary in phraseology, some 
of them making positive agreement that 
hostilities shall not be commenced or war 
declared until the report of the investi- 
gating commission is submitted. Others 
go still farther and provide that during 
the period of investigation neither con- 
tracting party shall increase its armament 
or make other preparations for war. All 
of them, however, are based upon the two 
essential propositions stated. - 

Nations That Accepted Treaties. 

The nations with which such treaties 
are now in force are: 

Great Britain, France, Ruasia, Italy, 
Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Norway, Den- 
mark, Guatemala, Costa Rica, Bolivia, 
Paraguay, Peru and Uruguay.

LONDON, June 9.—According to a dis- 
patch from Rome, a great battle on the 
eastern banks of the Isonzo between the 
Austrian defenders and the Italian invaé- 
ers is in progress. 

It is known that since the high waters 
subsided the Italians have crossed the 
river at a dozen points from Tolmein to 
the gul fof Trieste. 

The Austrian main defenses are from 
five to ten miles east of the river and the 
present clash probably is the stepping 
stone to the first senguinary clash of the 
v ar in that region. 

According to the report from Rome, the 
Itallans have bridged the river at various 
points and are rushing the enemy's first 
line trenches.

Austria Tells of Battles.

Gen. Joffre’s Flanking Move 
Forces Battle Lines to 
Extend to Sea.

ARIS, May 20.—To understand the 
campaign in the western theater of 
war it is necessary to consider first 
the whole military problem which 
confronted Germany at the begin- 
ning of the war. 

Due to the geographica! situation of her- 
self and her enemies, she found it neces- 


sary to fight on two fronts, these two] 


fronts being back to back and the width 
of the German empire apart. 

To attack the enemy on both fronts at 
once would have demanded a greater force 
than she possessed, besides being contrary 
to the fundamental strategica! principle 
* emands that, when the armies of 
the ¢nemy are separated, the maximum 
foregpessible should be used againgt each 
in dum, thus giving the greatest chance 
of \wiet over first one and then the 
other. 

Difference in Forces Only 70, 000. 

It cannot be known exactly at the pres- 
ent time, but as far as can be learned from 
such figures as were available at the out- 
break of the war, the number of trained 
men that Germany and Austro-Hun- 
gary together were able to put inthe field 
at the beginning of the war was only 70, 
000 less than the number of trained mer 
which Russia, Belgium, Great Britain, 
and France together could put in the field. 

In examining the situat'on so as to de- 
cide on which side to deliver her first at- 
tack, Germany found that, while Russia 
possessed more trained men than France, 
she had them scattered from the Caucasus 
to eastern Poland. Her troops were not as 

“efficient as the French troops. Her Polish 
frontier, with Eastern Prussia to the 


' north of it and Galicia to the south of it, 


offered exceptional opportunities for at- 
tacks on the flanks of any movement made 
on the shortest line towards Berlin. 

The concefitration of the Austro-Hun- 
rarfan army in Galicia, in front of the 
Carpathians. would offer such a threat to 
eny Russian advance in Germany through 
Poland that it would be extremely d'‘ficult 
for such an advance to be made until the 
Austro-Hungarian army had been die- 
posed of, or at lenst driven well back and 
put on the defensive. 

This, of course, would neutralize alarge 
number of Russian troops from the be- 
ginning. , 

Would Be Exposed to Defeat. 

A Russian advance through Eastern 
Prussia would mean that a force so oper 
ating would be separated from the main 


Russian army moving against the Aus- P 


triang and therefore without support 
would be exposed to being defeated while 
trying to advance by itself through the 
difficult country of Fastern Prussia. 

Even should it succeed, It would be held 
up for some time by the fortified line of 
the Vistula from Danzig to Thorn. 

In addition the Russians had not yet 
completed the strategica!l railways for 
which France had lent them money, £° 
that in case of war they might make a 
rapid concentration along the Austro- 
German border. 

All this meant that the Russien modili- 
zation must necessarily be comparative- 
ly slow, and that even after the mob- 
gation, some time must elapse before 
Russia's advance, even should it be made 
and prove successful both in Galicia and 
Eastern Prussia, could seriously threaten 


Berlin, , 

French Army Efficient. 

In examining the other theater of war 
it was found that France had a large, 
ficient army, with well prepared Plan- 
of mobilization, the railways 
out quickly, and the greater part of her 
German frontier so fortified that the mob- 
ilization could be completed close to the 
front and an offensive blow struck almost 
immediately. 

Therefore it was necessary to attempt 
to defeat France first, wh le holding Rus- 
na and then to turn on the latter.

In general, the French system is to de- 
velop the enemy—that Is, to find where 
he is; bow strong he Its in different places, 
and what he is doing at those places, by 
means of partial attacks, while remain- 
ing on the defensive along a Une it has 
been decided to cecupy. : 

At the same time a large general re- 
serve js kept, so that when a weak point 
in the enemy’s line ie found, whether it 
be on a flank or along the center some- 
where, a decisive attack can be made on 
this weak point with the general reserve. 

The eastern frontier of France—in other 
words, the Franco-German frontier—ig 
well defended by a line of forts. While 
practically similar défenses were planned 
for the Belgian frontier, they have never 
been brought up to date because the mill- 
tary authorities, being unable to get the 
necessary money from the government, 
decided it was better to finish completely 
one sector rather than to have both only 
partially finished. They naturaly picked 
out the sector nesrest the German bor- 
der. 


Time of Greatest Value. 

For the Germans to attack the French 
only by crossing their own border meant 
that they would have to overcome this line 
of forts before they could engage in any 
really decisive campaign. If that could 
be done at all it would mean the expendi- 
ture of considerable time, and time would 
be of the greatest value. 

Also the length of this border was not 

ficient to permit of the maximum de- 
— ot the German troops so that all 
of them could be brought into action from 
the first, in accordance with the German 
principle of striking a hard blow with the 
maximum effort from the first. 

To make this initial deployment she 
would have to advance not only against 
the Franco-German border but alse 
through Luxemburg and Belgium. Such 
an advance by her center and right of- 
fered the additional advantage of turn- 
ing the flank of the French fortified line 
and of striking the French in that portion 
of their country the least prepared for de- 


fense. 

Belgians’ Resistance Considered. 

It was true that Belgium might resist, 
but the Belgian army was not considered 
to be very cflicient, and even should Liege 
and Namur hold out, they could be in- 
vested and isolated, while the main Ger- 
man armies operating in this region 
assed between or to the south of them. 
This would also necessitate that a cov- 
ering force be left in Belgium to keep the 
Belgians operating from Antwerp or 
whatever part of the country might be 
left to them from cutting the German 
lines of communication running inte 
France. 

These, however, were minor considera- 
tions alongside of the time that would be 
gained, the fact that all the German 
forces could be deployed so as to strike 
the French at the same time, and the op- 
portunity offered to turn the French left 


flank. 
Belgians Driven Back. 

When the war broke out this was the 
plan followed. The first engagements 
were those in which the right of the Ger- 
man army captured Liege and Namurand 
drove the remnants of the Beigian back 
on Antwerp and Ghent; left a covering 
force to kee them there, and then moved 
south to attack the French end British, 
who had taken upe position in southern 
Belgium. 

At the same time the French and Ger- 
man centers came into contact in the

Retreat Before Germans. 

The British and the French on the left. 
however. did not hold. This, coupled 
with the persistent and determined at- 
tacks of the Germans all along the allied 
center and left, compelled a general re- 
treat. 

The rapidity of the German advance ne- 
cessitated that this retreat be kept up 
until some line could be reached where 
the allies could have a prospect of hold- 
ing the Germans without the danger of 
their left being turned. P 

The turning of this flank would have 
meant that the Germans hed cut the al- 
lied army off from Paris, and that they 
might eventually have succeeded fn fore- 
ing the whole allied army back on the for- 
tified zone on the eastern frontier, thus 
cutting it off from the greater part of the 
country, and consequently all its sup- 
plies, and putting it in grave danger of 
being shut in, only on a much larger 
scale, in the same way that Bazaine was 
shut up in Mets in 1870. 

During the retreat there were some local 
guccesses on the part of the French, and 
one effort made by them from Amiens on 
Péronne to outflank the German right 
While this flank attack failed to obtain its 
object, it, coupled with a check which the 
French gave the Prussian guard and the 
Tenth army corps at Guise, probably 
saved the British army from complete 
destruction. i 

Line for Final Stand. 

The line chosen and occupied for the 
final stand was one running roughly due 
west from a point a little to the south of 
the center of Paris. This line had Its right 
fiank protected by the fortified sone near 
the Franco-German border end its left 
fiank protected by the fortifications of 


Paris. 

To the norta of Parte was being geth- 
ered and strengthened the new French 
army which had made the unsuccéssful 
attack from Amiens toward Péronne to 
outfliank the Germans during their ad- 
vance. 

Most of the reinforcements for this new 
army had been withdrawn from Alsace 
and the region of Belfort. The Germans 
mistook thie withdrawal to be a part of 
the general retreat, in which the French 
army was then engaged. The 
army, which had retreated just 
west of Paris, was brought around it and 
put on the left of the main line, that 
just east of Paria, 


} ss Soffre’s Famous Meseage. 
On Sept. 5. Gen. Joffre tamed his famous 
message, in which he said that the army 
had retreated far enough; that now wae 
the time to advance, and that, ff they 
were unable to advance, at least they 
could die where they were.

Objective Not Paris. 

It should be borne in mind that un- 
doubtedly the French army was stil) the 
primary objective of the Germans, and 
not Paris. As long as the French troops 
on the extreme left and the British re- 
treated to the west of Paris or on Paris, 
they were naturally followed by Von 
Kluck, until he found that further move- 
ment in this direction would separate 
him from the main German army on his 
teft 

When he closed in and moved south to 
attack with the rest of the German army 
the allies along their main line he left ap- 
proximately 100,000 men along a gener- 
ally north and south line from Meaux 
north. This was a flank guard to pro- 
tect the German right flank from any flank 
attacks which might be made from Paris 
or to the north of Paris. 

In moving the balance of his force south 
of the Marne, 80 ab te attack along the 
same line as the rest of the German 
armies, he left a gap between the right of 
this balance of his force and the left of 
the forces occupying the line north from 
Jeaux. 

Engagement Covers Entire Line. 

In this gap he put cavalry and artillery. 
When the battle commenced this cav- 
alry and artillery was the part of the Ger- 
man line attacked by the British. The 
engagement was general ali along the line 
of the allted and German armies. 

The Germans had some success in the 
center, The new French sixth army at- 
tacked Von Kluck’s flank guard of 100,000 
men in an endeavor to outflank the main 
German army. 

Von Kluck summoned from the north 
the flanking detachments which he had 
left in the different wwns. These troops 
coming from the north would have struck 
the left or northern flank of the new 
French army with perhaps serious re- 
sults, had it not been that they Were met 
along an approximately east and west 
line by troops of the new army and troops 
from the army of Paris. 

At the same time Von Kluck brought 
troops from south of the Marne to the 
north of it to aid in this action on the 
flank. As a consequence, for the time de- 
ing he had considerable success, How- 
ever. in bringing up troops from south of 
the Marne he increased the gap which the 
cavalry and artillery had to hold, 


Driven Back By the French. 

At the same time the German army on 
his left, which had lagged behind in the 
ast days of the advance, ‘was attacked 
and driven back by the French army of 
Gen. Foch. This threatened the left of 
that part of Von Kluck's army south of 
the Marne, while the pressure of the Brit- 
ish and French troops on the cavalry and 
artillery in the gap became so strong that 
their right was also threatened. They 
were therefore, withdrawn north of the 
Marne. 

Thus the right flank of the German 
army in the center became exposed par- 
ticularly, as thie army had succeeded in 
shoving back the French army to its 
front, The Freuen promptly took advan- 
tage of thie opportunity and vigorously 
attached this flank of the center German 
army, with the reeult that it was com- 
pelled to retreat. 

Then commenced the withdrawal of one 
rman army after another, from the 
right to the left, due to their being held 
in front by the French and being in danger 
of being flanked by the withdrewal of the 
army on the right. Also the extreme lefi 
German army’s left flank was threatened 
by an attack made on it by the French 
troops along the fortified sone near the 
Franco-German border. 

New German Line. 
As the Germans e they took up a 
position just north of then 


fallen. The Germans promptly advanced. 
from Antwerp. The French, British, and 
Belgian forces in the neighborheed of 
Ghent were compeiled to retreat rapidly 
toward the Belgo- French border. 


German Forces at Lille. 

The German forces in front of Lille 
eonsisted primarily of cavairy and art!!- 
lery, supported by some infantry. with 
the consequence that in thie part of the 
line the Germans were rot yet prepared 
to meet the advance of the British army 
and the French troops, which were also 
in that district. 

In spite of this the Germans did not bes - 
tate to press on to the coast, and to at- 
tack on Oct. 16 to 19 the Belgians and 
French who held the line from the coast 
in the direction of Ypres. 

This prompt action on the part of the 
Germans, although causing them to run 
the risk of having a hole broken through 
their line in the neighborhood of Lille, 
gave them possession of practically all 
the Belgian seacoast. 


British Forced to Fall Back. 

Shortly before this the British had 
driven back the German cavalry in front 
of Lille and had progressed to within a 
short distance of that place. However, 
they were met by the main German 
forces, which attacked them and com- 
pelled them to fall back somewhat. 

About the same time the British and 
French succeeded in putting enough 
troops in front of Ypres to complete the 
line which now extended from the Oise 
to the sea. 

The Germans brought up more troops 
and, while attacking more or less the 
whole line, made their heaviest attacks 
during the latter part of October and up 
to Nov. 10 in the region in front of Ypres 
and some distance to the south they suc- 
ceeded in pushing the line back some- 
what along a good part of this front. 


Russian Cavalry in Silesia. 

By this time the last Russian offensive 
movement had practically reached the 
Polish-German border. Some Russian 
ycavalry bed even crossed into Silesia. 

The abrupt cessation of the German at- 
tacks in the neighborhood of Ypres, 
which, while causing the Germans heavy 
loss, were at the same time slowly gain- 
ing ground, and the prompt and vigorous 
renewal of the German offensive in Po- 
land starting about Nov. 13, leave but 
little doubt that it was primarily the Rus- 
sian diversion which stopped the German 
advance through Ypres. 

During the period of this flanking move- 
ment two attempts were made, oneon the 
part of the Germans and the other on the 
part of the French, to break each other's 
line in that part of the theater of war not 
having to do with the flanking movement. 

The German movement was made in the 
last part of September end was a pusb 
forward south of Verdun tn the neigh- 
borhood of St. Mihiel, where they suc- 
ceeded in crossing the Meuse and estab- 
lishing themselves on the west bank. 
This position they have held ever since. 

The French movement was an attempt- 
ed push forward about the same time in 
the Champagne district. It did not meet 
with success. 

It is not yet known whether either one 
er both of these movements were serious 
attempts to break the enemy’s line, or 
merely movements to keep troops from 
being sent to take part In the flanking 
movement then going on. 

Settle Down in Trenches. 

With the cessation of the German at- 
tacks, both sides settied down in their 
trenches along the 501 miles of line run- 
ning from the sea north of Nieuport to 
upper Alsace, near the Swiss border. 
Here in general they have remained up 
to the present. 

The Belgians were exhausted and badly 
in need of reorganization. In fact, they 
had been altogether taken out of the line 
and their places taken by French troops 


across tt to the neighborhood of Reims. 
and then along a line just north of the 
camp of Chalons, across the Argonne and 
the Woevre, to the position held by their 
troops in front of Verdun. From here 
the line ran diagonally to a position south 
of that part of the Franco-German border 
nearest Mets, and then approximately 
along the border to upper Alsace and the 
position held by the French there during 
the battle of the Marne. 

The allies followed them up and com- 
menced attacking them in their new pos- 
tion, which, from its strength in field for- 
tification. was probably, at least partially, 
prepared beforehand. The engagements 
along this new line are generally spoken 
of as the battle of the Alsne. Fighting 
has continued along this same line from 
that time up to the present. 

Seek to Turn German Right. 

About the middle of September the 
French intiated a fanking movement with 
the object of turning the German right 
Hank Such a movement offered a num- 
ber of attractions. 

In the first place, it was only natura) 
that the German morale should have suf- 
fered by their defeat on the Marne, par- 
ticularly after such a long continued vic- 
torious advance. If they could be com- 
pelled by a flanking movement, such as 
that made during the battle of the Marne, 
again to retreat, not only would they be 
pushed farther out of France but also 
their morale would inevitably euffer sert- 
ously because of such a continuance of 
their retreat. 

The principal German lines of eommu- 
nication came down on their extreme 
right flank and were therefore very vul 
nerable to a flank attack. The Belgian 
army still held Antwerp, and from Ant- 
werp could threaten the German lines of 
communication passing through Belgium. 


Would Threaten German Lines. 

The flanking movement, if continued 
could ultimately join with the Belgians in 
front of Antwerp. thus uniting the allies, 
and still more threatening the German 
lines of communication and flank. 

Such uniting of the two forces was par- 
ticularly desirable from a British point of 
view, because shutting the Germans off 
from any possibility of reaching the sea 
coast. ‘ 

Also the British army, ff moved from 
the neighborhood of Soissons to the nprth 
and allowed to take part in the flanking 
movement, would be nearer to that part 
of the seacoast nearest to Great Britain, 
and therefore more easily supplied and 
maintained. 

Not the least advantage of this flank- 
ing movement would be that it would pre- 
vent the left flank of the allies being 
turned and the possibility of their again 
having to take 4 choice of retreating or 
perhaps being cut off from Paris. 

Initiates Flanking Movement. 

The second French army initiated the 
flanking movement. However, it was met 
by the Germans and pushed back some- 
what from the position it originally at- 
tempted to fake. 

The tenth French army came in on its 
left in the region of Arras, but was also 
met by the Germans and pushed back 
somewhat. 

The British army was removed from its 
position in the line near Solssons and sent 
around by train to the region of St. Omer, 
where it Getrained. Ite objective was 
through Line to the east. 

In the beginning of October the Ger- 
mane apparently aw the object of this 
flanking movement, for they commenced 
to attack Antwerp, and at the same time 
| sent considerable bodies of cavalry to the 
west of Lita 

The British sent a royal navy division 
to reinforce the Belgians at Antwerp, and 
later landed a division of infantry and 
one of cavalry at Zeebrugge and Ostend. 
These two divisions with 6,000 French 
sallora got as far as Ghent. 


By this time, however, Antwerp had 
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over a part of the line between Ypresand 
Nieuport. French troops are on both their 
flanks. 

The British army, practically entirely 
made up of what was left of the regulars, 
had suffered heavy losses and was badly 
in need of reinforcement. The regiments 
have since been brought up to their full 
strength and the army corps reinforced 
by a number of territorial! divisions. 

Due to this reinforcement, they have. 
again taken over the part of the une 
which, becauee of their heavy losses, they 
turned over to the French after the battle 
of Yprea. me 

The French settled down immediately | 
to aitacking the German intrenched posi- 
tiens by methods employed in siege war- 
fare. In this way they have made appre- 
eiable gains In a number of localfties. 


French Forced South of Aisne. 

The Germans, busy in Russia, have been 
content to remain on the general defen- 
sive in the western theater of war. How- | 
ever, they have not hesitated, from time 
to time, to make local attacks. One of 
these attacks was made in the region of 
Soissons and resulted in the French being 
pushed south of the Aisne. : 

Like the French, they have also en- 
gaged in siege warfare. The French have 
made two local attacks, one in the Cham-. 
pagne district and the other aear Péronne. 
Both, at first apparently successful, re 
sulted in no great gain. 

In the first part of March the British 
made what was intended to be a general 
attack along their line with Lille as the 
objective. This attack, however, broke 
down with heavy loss and resulted only 
in a gain of one village and several thou- 
sand yards of trenches. 

Recently the British and French line 
north of Ypres has been driven back 
somewhat by a German attack. 
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for its object the northern French coas*, 
on which are the ports nearest Englanc. 
It failed. 

The fact that the need for Germany 
to stop the Russian advance was one 
the main causes of this failure should no. 
be forgotten in considering it. 

Lines Can Be Broken.

Coneeding that we shall not embark upon a war of 
Conquest, the submarine as an agency of defense, 
and one Which our mechanical genlus can perfect 
and multiply at minimum expense, is perhaps of 
greater Importance to us than to any sation on 
the globe. Among the great powers, our least 
iinprobable opponents fa a future war would be 
England, Germany, of Japan. Hach must operate 
against us across the sea, establishing, if possible, 
bases in this hemisphere; England tn Canada and 
her Atlantic islands, Germany upon such footing 
as she can win, Japan perhaps in Lower California. 
This involves transport of mtinitions of War actoss 
the sea. If the present situation is reversed and 
neutral merchantmen are employed te keep our 
enemy replenished, are we bound to forego the 
use of the submarine to interrupt or destrey this 
current of supply?

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Back of the strong word

than last fear or the year before that we realize 
the nature and degree of our unreadiness to support 
our statecraft with arms. Yet the government and 
the natlon now must realize that if we are not court- 
ing the shame of futility we must not move open 
éyed yet empty-handed toward the ferrific challenge 
of war. There has been some hint among the mili- 
tant of mouth that in some unprecedented way we 
can give the ultimate affront without suffering its 
normal consequence; that somehow we can contrive 
to fight without fighting, inventing a new device 
called“ peaceful war,” mouth-valiant and immune, 
while peoples pledged to the same work we propose 
to take up give their last full measure of devétion.” 
This will not be and cannot be, and it is assumed 
that the government will not delay beginning the 
mobilization of such resources of war as we possess 
and the energetic planning for the development of 
our full economic and military power. During the 
difficult days of the Mexican imbroglio the govern- 
ment withheld thorough military preparation on the 
ground that it would complicate the diplomatie situa- 
tion and perhaps precipitate action. The situation 
of Germany and the state of our discussion with 
her now make such considerations of little value. 
Neutral nations of Europe have been mobilized 
since August, as a measure of defense, without mean- 
ing war. 4 
The duty of our government ts to face the gra ver 
alternative of the course it is taking and vigorously 
proceed with the involved and onerous task of or 
ganization for putting @ citizen army as soon 48 
possible into the field. While the authorisation of 
congress is necessary for mobilisation, there ts a 
vast amount of work to be planned and which may 
be carried out in part. It may be that the general 
stalt already has its plane perfected for training 
camps and concentration points, for rafl and water 
transport, for the supply of material for u large 
army. We have no system, however, of keeping 
track of trained men in civil life apart from the 
national guard, the naval militia, and retired regu. 
lar officers. We are not now able to officer an army 
of 200,000 men, and this question is critical, as Eng- 
land has found out.

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provided. There is a voluntary association of avi- 
ators in existence, but it is mall, and there fs no 
volunteer organization of any other of the special 
services. Military and naval aeroplanes can be made 
quickly and should be ordered promptly. 

These are only hints of the great task we may be 
about to enter upon, a task which, once undertaken, 
will call for the utmost energy and private sacrifice. 
To prepare our green civilians for the terrific test of 
modern war operations will take months, perhaps a 
full year, in view of our lack of officers, and in this 
connection it may be noted that if we are compelled 
at the sams time to intervene in Mexico the large 
forces necessary for that work will be given a school- 
ing tn services conditions which will prepare it better 
for Duropean service than any training camp could 
give. 

What is necessary more than anything else at this 
moment, however, is the recognition by government 
and public that we have now reached the point at 
which the debate on preparedness must give way to 
the immediate consideration of the problems of sary 
ice. The individual must face his duty squarely. 
The official must meet his task. 

If war is a possibility—and it lo the preparation

SCHOOL CHILDREN’S LUNCHES. 
HIS space will be used repeatediy to 
gay that grown people are overfed. 

This is true of nearly all men. It 
le not true of most of those women 
‘who work for stall wages. A few 
years ago we were greatly surprised to 
find that most of the unemployed men 
being cared for in the municipal lodging 
house were overnourishea Organized 
labor ie much overfed. 

Just as often this space will be used to 
say that children are underfed. Osler 
once sald that the way te get any view 
accepted was by “ iteration, reiteration, 
reiteration.” To which a wag added, 
“ But without irritation.” The wag was 
wrong as to some situations at least. In 
order to get children fed enough it often 
ig necessary to reiterate until one irri- 
tates.

The American Open Air School Journal 
tells that an Investigation of the New 
York school children indicated that 40,000 
were undernourished. Examination of 
547,909 school children in fifteen cities 
showed that 29,019, or 5 per cent, were 
undernourished. These children were 
lean enough to be picked out as underfed. 

Children can be undermined in mind and 
body by malnutrition far short of that 
which makes them skinny. Any farmer 
knows that persistent hunger interferes 
with the development of a colt some time 
before it begins to look scrawny. If the 
same issue of the Journal there are given 
six menus, in each of which there are over 
400 calories, which are sold for 8 cents:

They are to replace hoky~-poky, 
ali-day suckers, and penny cakes—not 
only poor in food values, but made in 
insanitary places, handled by unclean 
hands, stored in bedrooms, crawled over 
by files, and littered by street dust. 

The lunches at school are for the noon- 
day meal. Parents must not infer that 
this one nourishing mea! means that the 
child can be fed on tea and toast at 
the other meals. The child will need two 
good meals in addition to the school lunch. 
One of these must contain plenty of meat.

Lord Caledon is the fifth earl of his 
line, unmaffied, a lieutenant of the First 
Life guards, and is now serving at the 
front in France. 

During his comparatively brief career 
he has had a number of exciting experi- 
ences, among which was his narrow es- 
cape from pefishing in the flames in the 
house at Eton in which two of his school- 
mates Were killed. He was badly burned 
on that occasion and came in for no little 
praise for the pluck which he had die- 
played in endeavoring to rescue his ill 
fated fellow pupils. 

He is a most enthustaetic motorist and 
on two separate occasions has been de- 
prived of his license for periods of twelve 
months fer violation ef the speed laws. 

Like those of so many other Irish peers, 
his family, which bears the patronymic 
of Alexander, is of Scotch origin, and was 
founded, as far as the Emerald isle is 
concerned, by a Scotch Presbyterian di- 
vine who settled in Ireland in the reign 
of James 1. 

His great-grandson, James Alexander, 
entered the service of the British East 
India company, filled a number of high 
offices in Hindustan, returned to Ireland 
with a fortune sufficiently large to cause 
him to be nicknamed The Nabob, and 
for several years represented the city of 
Derry in the Irish parliament at Dublin. 

Needless to add that he was an active 
supporter of the government. Indeed, 
Lord Caé@tiereagh, Lord Cornwallis, and 
Sir Jonah Barrington all lay stress on the 
assistance which he gave to the govern- 
ment in the destruction of Ireland’ a legis- 
lativé autonomy and in bringing about 
the unioh. It was for this that he was 
created Earl of Caledon, Caledon being 
the name of his country place in Tyrone.

Its report exhausted all but one of the 
avenues by which Frank has sought to 
escape execution. His final appeal for 
clemency will be made to the governor 
at a hearing, the date of which will be 
fixed later. Frank's execution te set for 
June 22. 3 5 
William Howard will conduct Frank’s 
case and Solicitor General Dorsey will op- 
pose clemency. pe | 

Outlines His Plea. 

Mr. Howard said tonight he proposed 
to argue that the record shows the evi- 
dence against the prisoner was circum- 
stantial.and that this, together with the 
trial: judge’s doubt of Frank's guilt, was 
sufficient to warrant commutation. 
The majority report of the prison com- 
mission held that neither the grand ju- 
rors, the trial jury, nor the prosecutors

Great Britain has chartered a large number 
of steamers to bring wheat from India, and 
with the wheat already bought in this country 
and Argentina there will be no lack of grain 
abroad. Primary receipis, moreover, continue 
surprisingly large and traders who had count- 
ed confidently on a scarcity of cash wheat 
long before this have been much disappointed. 
There has been steady liquidation for some 
time past end the only support appears to 
come from taking by shorts.

PITTSBURGH THE LEADER 


New York, June 9.—[{Special.]—The 


“To a greater extent than usual the 
Pittsburgh district is leading in the 
amount of new business in steel and in 
the degree of activity at works. 

The steel called for by car orders re- 
cently placed and those for Russia, which 
are practically closed, added to new 
war orders, have given added strength to 
the situation. 

At the same time, reports from the 
Chicago district reflect only a moderate 
operation and no change in the rate of 
current orders, which for some time has 
been spoken of conservatively, 

“ The eastern works also find no signs of 
a broadening market on strictly domestic 
account. Pittsburgh mille have added 
to their shrapngl bar orders in the last 
fortnight.. 

“The total pig iron output last month 
was 2,268,470 tons, against 2,116 404 tons 
in April. Pig iron production is now at 
the rate of 27,400,000 tons a year. 

“The makers of all galvanized steel 
products are at sea over spelter, but are 
beyond capacity for surprise at any price. 
Export inquiry for tin plates amounts 
to 250,000 to 300,000 boxes, Scotland ask- 
ing for 50,000 boxes. Specifications from 
can makers are more active.“ 


Fenner Road Bays More Rails. 

NEW YORK, June 9.—Announcement was 
made today that the Pennsylvania rallroad has 
placed orders for 155,%0,tons of steel rail.
